No person except hotels 
and restaurants serving cocked lobster to cuosts 
for immediate consumption as food shall sell lobster 
meat which has not boon processed and sealed within 
containers which do not require rofrigoration with= 
out first procuring a license. The director shall 
issue such license for a period of one year, The 
annual foe for a residont for such license shall be 
two dollars and to a nonresident the fee shall be 
ten dollars," 


“e@ are of the opinion that a single 
license authorizes the sale of lobster maat at any number of retail 
outlots. Tho word "person" includes corporations. RSA 21:9. Had it 
been intended to require a seperrte license for each store provision 
to that offact would have beon inserted as was done in RSA 211339, 
relating to rotail dealers! licensos,
